FIRST DAY.

SENATE. 
Sacramento, January 5, 1880. 
At 12 o’clock m. Lieutenant-Governor Johnson 
took the President's chair, with General Mantfield, 
Lieutenaqt-Govemor-elect, seated on his right. The 
former tbeu called the Senate to order, as follows : 
This being the day and hour fixed by the Consti­ 
tution for calling the Senate to order, and that duty 
being imposed upon me by statute and by the Con­ 
stitution, I i ow call the Senate to order. To prevent 
confusion 1 will request gentlemen who are not 
Senators-elect to remain in the lobby, and for 
the purpose of facilitating business I will read 
the section of law under which we first proceed; 
that is, Section 22| of the Political Code: 
“ At the hour of 12 o*flock M., on the day appointed 
for the meeting of any regular session of the Legis­ 
lature, the President of the Senate, or in case of his 
absence or inability, then the senior member pres­ 
ent, must take the chair, call the members and 
members-elect to order, and then cause the Secre­ 
tary to call oyer the Senatorial Districts, in their or­ 
der, from which inemhers have been elected at the 
preceding election, and as the same are called the 
members-elect must present their certificates, take 
the constitutional oath of office and assume their 
seats. The Senate may thereupon, if a quorum is 
present, proceed to elect its officers." In conformity 
with the usual custom we will call the flvwgftm dis­ 
trict*, and the members will come forwaroand be 
sworn and subscribe to the oath. If all of the Sen­ 
ators should be called up at one time, in one squad, 
it would create great confusion doubtless. We will 
get through be*i by calling them up as I suggest, 
five at a time, beginniug at No. 1. as the statute di­ 
rects ; and we will also facilitate business by making 
the call from the roll-call. The Secretary of State 
has provided us, for convenience, with a little book, 
which he just inform* me is a certified copy of the 
vote as it stan Js in his office. We will just Cill ihe 
districts from this roll. The first five gentlemen 
called will coitie forward and be sworn. The Secre­ 
tary will jilease call the roll. 
Rufu9 Shoemaker. Secretary of the last Senate, 
and Newton Benedict, Minute Clerk of the last 
Senate, were at their posts, and the former called 
the names of Senators Satterwhite, West, Chase, 
Rowell and Pool. These gentlemen came forward 
and were sworn in by Li5utenant-Governor Johnson, 
subscribing to the following oath : 
“ illo solemnly swear to support the Constitution 
of the United States and the Constitution of the 
State of California, and to perform the duties of 
State Senator to the best of Diy'ability, so help me 
God.” 
Lieutenant-Governor J ohnson—We were a little 
too fast in proceeding to call the roll. The first 
business after calling the Senate to order should 
have- been the announcement of the temporary offi­ 
cers other than those provided by statute. Upon 
consultation with the incoming Lieuttnant-Gov­ 
ernor, we will appoint for the temjiorary organiza­ 
tion, for Sergeant-at-Arms, T. J. Sherwood; Assist­ 
ant Sergeant at-Arms Thomas Talbert; Doorkeejier, 
James Saltry; Porters, Edward Cotter and Iliram 
Clock ; Nlatckeeperj, Mr. Newton and Edward Mor­ 
ris; Pages, B. K. Cavanaugh, R. L. Levy an^Henry 
Durner; Postmaster, Win. Crawford ; Paperfolder, 
Andrew M. Lawrence ; Porter of Gallery, Mr. Sin­ 
gleton; Rear Porter, Hank Jones. 
The Secretary then continued the call of the roll 
by districts, and all the >enators-elcct came forward 
and were sworn in with the exception of Mr. Desty 
of the Eighth Senatorial District (San Francisco and 
San Mateo). 
Lieutenant-Governor J ohnson—We find a quorum 
present—in fact, all present except Mr. Desty. We 
are now ready to proceed to business. What is the 
pleasure of the Senate? 
Mr. Brown—Mr. President, I move that the rules 
of the Senate of the last session be adopted tempo­ 
rarily for the use of the Senate. 
Mr J ohnston—I second the motion. 
Mr. Sears—Mr. President, it has been the custom 
to adopt the rules of the last session of the Senate, 
hut the new Constitution makes some radical 
changes in regard to the proceeding of bills, etc., 
therefore the last rules would not be applicable 
under the new Constitution for this session. I 
would therefore move instead, that a committee of 
three or five be appointed to draft a set of rules for 
the government of the Senate, if that would meet 
with the approbation of Senator Brown. 
Mr..Brown- I accept the amendment. 
Lieutenant Governor J ohnson --1 suppose the 
Senator from El Dorado has withdrawn his motion, 
and the motion of the Senator from Marin will take 
the place of the original motion. 
Mr. Satterwhite—As to whether the Committee 
on Rules should be now apj>ointed is a question. 
The rules adopted at the last session wiil do for the 
present, except rules 10, 11 and 12. These three 
would conflict with the new' Constitution. 1 do not 
think it would be proper to appoint a Committee on 
Rules until the permanent organization of the senate. 
I merely suggest it to the Senator. 
Mr. Sears No objection. 
Mr. Brown -The object of my motion was sim­ 
ply temporary, until we effected an organization, 
and then, ot course, we wiil expect them to be 
changed more or less. 
The motion of Senator 8t*ars tros put and lost. 
Mr. SATTEKWnrre—I repé&t the motion of the Sen­ 
ator from LI Dorado. I move that the rules of the 
hist session he adopted, with the exception of rules 
10, 11 and 12. 
Mr. West—I believe there has been no second to 
that motion. 1 move that the rules of the last ses­ 
sion of the Senate he adopted, so far as they may 
apply for the purposes of the temporary org*anizi- 
tii-n.Mr. Davis— I second the motion. 
Mr. Sears—1The motion which Senator Satter­ 
white has made covers the case. The rules which 
he excepts are the rules which arc in conflict with 
th^ new Constitution. Now, it strikes me, it would 
he rather iu had taste even to adopt a set of rules 
temporarily, being one of our first acts, that is di­ 
rectly in conflict with the Constitution of the Hate. 
The motion of Senator Satterwhite, excepting rules 
10, 11 ami 12, would b«f all right, and would be ap­ 
plicable to the existing order of thing? ; and if his 
motion has precedence I would second and sustain 
that motion, and I think Senator West will agree 
with me that that covers the whole ground. 
Mr. West—'the intention of my motion was 
merely to apply to the temporary organization, the 
only object wc have in view at this time, and it 
would cover only that part of tlie general rules 
adopted at the last session that would apply to this 
specific purpose. I have no objection, if it is the 
will of the Senate, to withdraw my motion, hut I 
think it would answer until a temporary organiza­ 
tion is effected. 
Lieutenant-Governor J ohnson—The Chair would 
state, without assuni ng to take part in this dis­ 
cussion, that all that portion of the old rules that 
apply to the introduction, reading and passing of 
bills was annulbd by the adoption <>f the new Con­ 
stitution. In fact, I think there are only three «»r 
four that would apply. So much, however, as ap­ 
plies could he used in the temporary organization. 
The question i- on the motion of the Senator from 
Los Angeles, Mr. West. 
The motion prevailed. 
Lieutenant Governor Johnson—Whet is the 
pleasure of the Senate ? » 
Mr. Brown - I ask leave to introduce a resolution : 
Resolved, That a committee of three he appointed 
to determine what clerical assistance is required by 
the .Senate. 
Mr. 8ATTKRWUITK—I am inclined to think that the 
resolution is premature. What clerical force is re­ 
quired by the Senate ? It occurs to me wo can tell 
bet ter w hen we organize permanently. It is rather 
prema'ure. 
Mr. Brown—The object of the resolution is 
simply this: There is some doubt in regard to some 
clerical offices. 
Some of them were, I believe, 
abandoned by the last session—I do not know but 
the Enrolling Clerk and copying clerks—and there 
is seme little difference of 'opinion. I think it 
would be exj>edient to appoint the committee, but I 
do not wish to urge it now. 
Mr. J ohnson—I move that the Senate do now ad­ 
journ until to morrow' at 12 o’clock. 
Mr. Baker—I second the motion. 
Mr. Sears—Wc have adopted rules which makes 
the hour of meeting 11 o’clock. 
The ayes and noes were demanded by Senators 
Satterwhite, Johnson and Enos. 
Tne roll was called with the following result: 
Ayes - Baker, Burt, Brow n, Carlock, Cheney, 
Davis, Dickenson, George, Hill, Hittell, Iljdson, 
Johnson.

Lieutenant-Governor J ohnson—The Chair will 
announce that the Senate has decided to adjourn. 1 
think that the rule does require that the adjourn­ 
ment be until 11 o’clock, hut I will do a little vio­ 
lence to my own judgment and declare that the Sen­ 
ate stands adjourned until 12 o’clock to morrow.

Mr. McComab— Mr. Chairman, in the selcqfion 
of a gentleman for the important and re­ 
sponsible jx>sition of Sj>eaker of this Assembly 
we naturally look for ability, honesty, experience 
and firmness, that justice may be done to all and 
injustice to none. 1 believe, sir, that we have these 
qualifications in the Hon. JnhnuF. Cowderv, of San 
Francisco, whom I now have the honor of placing in 
nomination. 
Mr. McIntosh—Mr. Chairman, I put in nomina­ 
tion for the responsible jxisition of 8j»eaker, Mr. H.

Before the vote was announced. Fox of Alameda 
changed his vote from Tyler to Cowdery, Cameron 
changed from Tyler to Cowdery, Green changed 
from Wasson to Cowdery, Watson of San Diego 
changed from Wasson to Cowdery, leaving the vote 
stand : Cowdery, 39 ; Spencer, 14 ; Tyler, 2 ; 
Green, 1. 
Mr Cowdery’s vote for Tyler wovld have elected 
himself, but he refused to change. 
Just as the Clerk was about to announce the re­ 
sult, the Chairman, Mr. Wasson, rose, and changed 
from Green to Cowdery, amid greai^ipplause, giving 
him the requisite 40 votes, and he was declared the 
Speaker of the Assembly. 
Mr. May—Mr. Chairman, I move that a committee 
of three be appointed by the Chair to conduct the 
Speaker-elect to his seat. Adopted. 
The Chairman appointed Messrs. Tyler, Corcoran 
and Spencer such committee. 
The Speaker-elect was escorted to his seat, and 
sworn in by Judge Denson. On taking his seat be 
said: 
Having been nominated aud supported by members 
of my party for Sj>eakcr of this Assembly, my elec­ 
tion was not a surjirise, and as your presiding officer 
is expected upon taking the chair to call sj»ecial at­ 
tention to what is demanded by the people rrsjject- 
ing the law*, I have given the subject of our duties, 
and what our constituents require of us, a little 
study, and will point out what, in my opinion, 
should befour governing policy. 
Tlfe people of the severa7counties of the State have 
been assessed so unequalljr, and taxed so unjustly, 
that they became desperate, and, looking for a rem­ 
edy, they adopted a new’ Constitution, trusting to it 
for relief. We are here to enact laws to enforce this 
new Constitution, wherever legislation is necessary. 
That instrument does not exj>ressly command us to 
reduce taxation, but if we in good faith obey its 
commands sufficient property which has here­ 
tofore escajMKi will be made to pay its 
just 
proportion 
governmental expense, 
thereby in connection with the reduced official sal­ 
aries and economy on the part of those in office, 
lowering the annual tax rate at least 20 pewcent. 
We are expected to cut down many salaries and of­ 
ficial fees not fixed by the Constituti )n from 10 to 
50 per cent. The public expects this; and we hat® 
seen iu the largest city in the State how capable 
men can be found whom the j>eot le will elect after 
pledging themselves that they will, if elected, j»cr- 
forrn their official duties for salaries about 50 per 
cent, lower than what is fixed by law. The Legis­ 
lature has been appealed to through a decade to re­ 
duce official fees and salaries. 
Gentlemen have 
been elected jdedged to cut them down. The Legis­ 
lature meets and the salaried and feed rally at the 
Capital. By some roy terious process known only 
to the initiated, the lobby goes over to them in a 
body, and their united strength being too much for 
the Legislature it adjourns having done nothing. 
Unless we are on our guard against this influence, 
which will come to us clothed in the habiliaments 
of two sexes, we will return home with our names 
added to the long roll of those who have violated 
cv.-tv promise made to secure election. It will be 
our duty to bring every department of the 8tate 
fg«A’ernment and the counties into harmonious ac- 
úon under the Constitution. If we do our utmost 
much will remain undone. 
After ninety days from the commencement of the 
session no bill shall he introduced. This is a man­ 
datory constitutional provision. It will take us a 
few days to become acquainted with each other, and 
then when each member is assigned tothe station he 
is to fill upon tlie committees, we should commence 
steady, faithful, conscientious work. No Legisla­ 
ture ever met w hose members had better opportu­ 
nity to secure favorable, and I may say grateful ro- 
membranee by the people than we have. To secure 
this favorabla remembrance, and to keep good our 
promises, we must obey the mandates of the Consti­ 
tution and legislate as it directs, and refrain from 
legislation wherein it prohibits. We must first bring 
the Courts into liarraony with the supreme law’ 
There must he no delay in this If the great body of 
rules which govern the administration of the law 
is involved In grave doubts—is not generally ac­ 
knowledged and respected—chaos lurks not far 
away. Show me a State where the laws are not re­ 
spected and where there is general doubt as to their 
meaning, where the officers of the law are in»t re­ 
spected and their authority is denied, and 1 will 
show you a State where commerce is stagnant; a 
community whose common jicople dwell in hovels, 
and where, by reason of its universality, brigandage 
is respected as a legitimate profession. Within our 
own memories the wages of labor have been mate­ 
rially reduced ; grass has grown in the streets of a 
large city; the sound of the builder’s hammer hr.s 
been silenced and the iron-worker’s tools corroded 
by the rust of idleness, where they were dropped, 
beside the empty dinner pail of the hardworking 
mechanic, because the insane communist and wide­ 
awake demagogue threatened to annihilate, in one 
night <>f riot, bloodshed and flame, the accumulated 
capital and homes of the industrious ; and we have 
seen the grass trampled down, the rust fall off and 
the dinner jiail overflow at the command of restored 
confidence, following close ujxin the heels of political 
victory, which gave assurance that every man’s 
rights would $>e respected under the new Constitu­ 
tion even better than under the old. We are com­ 
manded-by the Constitution to provide by law for 
the punishment of embezzlement or defalcation as a 
felony; to regulate or prohibit the buying or selling 
of shares ox the capital stock of corporations in any 
Stock Board, Stock Exchange or stock market un­ 
der the control of any association ; to para laws for 
the regulation and limitation of the charges for 
sen ices |>erfonned by telegraph and gas corporations, 
or individuals, for storage or wharfage in which 
there is a public use. (In this connection the ob­ 
servant among you will notice that whenever it is 
attempted by legislation to cut off corporate emola-** 
inents that the “ jioor widow” will come to the 
front as a stockholder, whose few shares must not 
be trifled with ; but if you scrutinize her closely you 
may discover under her black veil the gray whiskers 
of the millionaire, or waxed mustache of the pro­ 
fessional lobbyist.) To pass laws to punish as felony 
all persons attempting to influence the vote of "a 
member of the Legislature by bribery, promise of 
reward, intimidation, or any other dishonorable 
means. 
■ 
To determine the number of Justices of the Peace 
to be eleeted. 
To fix by law the jurisdiction of any inferior 
Court, and the powers and duties of the Judges 
thereof. 
To provide for the election of a Clerk of the 
Supreme Court. 
To provide for the publication of opinions of the 
Supreme Court. 
To provide for organizing and discipliuing the 
militia. 
To provide for & system of common schools, by 
which a free school shall be supported in each dis­ 
trict six months every year after the first year the 
school shall be established. 
To provide fund9 to carry on the University of 
California, in case, through certain contingencies, 
certain funds are diminished or lost. 
To j>as9 laws to define the powers and duty hf the 
Board of htate Prison Wardens, and to earn* out 
the provisions *f the Constitution relating to the 
State prisoners and the labor of convicts. 
To prescribe all uecessary regulations for the 
protection of the State, and the counties, cities and 
towns thereof, from the buidens and evils arising 
from the j»resence of aliens who are or may become 
vagrants, paupers, mendicauts, criminals, or indi­ 
viduals affected with contagious or infectious dis­ 
eases, and from aliens otherwise dangerous or detri­ 
mental to the well-being and r»eace of the State, and 
to imjjose conditions upon which such persons may 
reside in the State, and to provide the means and 
mode of their removal from the State. 
To discourage by all means within our power the 
presence of foreigners in the State who are ineligi­ 
ble to become citizens. 
To delegate power to cities and towns to remove 
Chinese without the limits of such cities and tow ns, 
and }>revent further location within prescribed 
limits. 
To pass laws to exclude from office, serving on 
juries and from the right of suffrage jversons con­ 
victed of bribery, perjury, forgery, malfeasance in 
office, or other high cumes. 
To provide a system of uniform county govern­ 
ment, and the organization of cities and towns un­ 
der uniform laws. 
. 
To provide for the election or appointment of 
Boards of Supervisors, Sheriffs, Ounty Clerks, í i* 
trict Attorneys ard other county or township of­ 
ficers, prescribe their duties and fix and regulate 
their «rompensat ion.

To pass all laws necessary for the ontorccroent oí 
the provisions of the Constitution relating to Ran 
road Commissioner.

To provide Tfor the assessment, m small tracts, oi 
all lands not sectionized by the United States Gov­ 
ernment. (That is, we are commanded to pass laws 
compelling the owners ot larga tracts of uniurveyeu 
and unsertionizeJ laid to p-.y their jtKt prownion 
oi the elíjanse* nf the Ctorernmem, or be »old out 
to those who will.) 


To require by law each taxpayer in this State to 
make and deliver to the County Assessor, annually, 
a statement, under oath, of all his property. 
To provide for the levy and collection of annual 
poll-taxes. 
To }>ass all necessary laws to carry out the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution relating to taxation Just 
as the majority of the people of the State under­ 
stood the Constitution when they adopted it. 
To protect by law the forced sale of the home­ 
stead and other property of heads of families. 
To pass laws regulating elections, and prohibiting 
under adequate penalties all undue influence therein 
from power, bribery, tumult, or other improper 
practice. 
To provide by law for the maintenance and ef­ 
ficiency of a State Board of Health. 
To provide by law for the speedy enforcement of 
the liens of mechanics, material men, artisans and 
laborers of every class. 
Laws should be passed compiling County Treas­ 
urers to receive all money offered to be jjoid into 
the treasury, and if not otherwise appropriated by 
law. to place Hie same to the credit of the school 
fund. 
The violation of a public pledge made to secure 
election to office, should, by law, be punished as a 
misdemeanor. 
In addition to this, the four Code* and all the 
general laws found only in the Statutes must be 
brought into harmony with our changed condition 
and with each other. 
We must remember that the provisions of the 
Constitution are mandatory and prohibitory, and if 
we adjourn without enacting law’s we are com­ 
manded to pass, or if we pass laws we are com­ 
manded not to enact, we violate our obligations. 
Section 25 of the Constitution will be our principal 
guide as to what we shall not do, and wre will/iot be 
here many day’s before it wtll be discovered that 
though easy to refrain from legislation, it is difficult, 
even when governed by the best intentions, to legis­ 
late properly. 
It will he ray Jduty to expedite business so far as 
it lies in my power The 
oRay 
carry out the commands of the Assembly, and un­ 
less he has the co-operation of the gentlemen on the 
floor, his position will not be au enviable one. No 
matter how conscientious he may be in his rulirfgs, 
he must expect to have them occasionally over­ 
ruled by vote of the House. Without appeal he 
will take pleasure in correcting any mistakes he 
may make if they are pointed out. 
Thankful for 
your partiality in'making me your presiding officer, 
I promise to observe the rules and carry out the wiH 
of the Assembly to the best of roy ability. The 
next business in order is the election of a Speaker 
pro tern. 
. 
Mr. Braunhart—I move we now adjourn. 
Mr. TyleiC— I move to amend by sariug until 10 
o’clock to-morrow. 
The Chair—A motion to adjourn is not subject to 
amendment. 
Mr. Tyler—Then I appeal from the decision of 
the Chair.

T hat anything b u t unm ixed harm can 
come to th e Dem ocratic p arty from further 
pursuance of the conspiracy is, however, 
not a question concerning w hich any doubt 
can be entertained. 
Garcelon and his 
Council a t present stand convicted of the 
m ost w anton, illegal and flagitious tam ­ 
pering w ith th e franchise. 
A ll th eir p etti­ 
fogging excuses and defenses are scattered 
to th e winds, and th ey occupy the position 
of barefaced usurpers and C onstitution- 
brcakers. 
The R epublicans need n o t hesi­ 
ta te to let them go on w ith th e d irty busi­ 
ness despite th e opinion of the Suprem e 
Court, for in doing so th ey w ould only be 
digging th e grave of tb eir party.

tained any hopes of smcli a surrender. The 
Indians no doubt anticipated th e kind of 
sentim ent which th e knowledge of w hat 
they had done would evolve, and they be­ 
lieved th a t it w as hardly w orth w hile to 
surrender for th e sake of being p u t to 
death. 
A fter all the talking th a t hae been 
had over the m atter it seems now th a t the 
erm y will have to settle it, and th a t if the 
hostile U tes are to be punished th ey m ust 
first be conquered. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


T he A ssem bly organized yesterday w ith­ 
out delay or difficulty, M r. Cowdery, of 
San Francisco, th e R epublican nominee, 
being elected Speaker on th e first ballot. 
Mr.. Cowdery-, no t being unprepared for 
th e honor oonferrefl upon him, delivered a 
som ew hat, extended speech on tak in g the 
chair, review ing rapidly the salient points 
in th e w ork of th e session, and calling a t­ 
tention to the -.most serious questions de­ 
m anding settlem ent. 
T he 
organization 
having been effected by the Republicans, 
who also command a full w orking m ajority 
iu th e Senate, th e responsibility for the 
legislation of the session m ust necessarily 
devolve upon th a t party, and m em bers 
should begin to govern them selves by th is 
consideration as early as possible. 
T he. 
new Speaker has a high reputation for 
ab ility and alertness, and he is likely to 
need all his 
parliam entary knowledge, 
since th e Assembly is composed alm ost 
w holly of iuexpcrienced legislators, whq, 
of course, cannot, be expected to be fam iliar 
w ith th e practice of such bodies a t first. 
I t is probably best for th e .public interests; 
th a t th e responsibility for w hatever is 
done should be undivided, bu t it would 
certainly be b etter for th e R epublicans in 
th e Assem bly if th ey had a m ajority upon 
w hich th ey could rely m ore confidently 
npon all im portant occasions, for, though, 
as it is, th ey are sure to he held responsi­ 
ble, it is by no m eans so certain th a t -they 
can alw ays do as they please. 
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T hese com m ents are so far based on facts 
th a t no C alifornian possessing a com petent 
fam iliarity w ith the existing condition of 
things w ill venture to question th eir appo­ 
siteness. 
I t is undeniable th a t the new 
C onstitution has liad th e m ost seriously 
dam aging effects upon public confidence, 
enterprise and business. 
No one m ade any 
money last year in th is State, and most 
men lost money. 
T h at tlie general depres­ 
sion was directly attrib u tab le to the fears 
which th e com m unistic and hostile m eas­ 
ures embodied in th e C onstitution excited, 
is'certaiu. T h at these fears can he rem oved 
w ith o u t in some w ay m itigating the evils 
w hich the C onstitution entails, cannot be 
believed. 
T here are those who th in k it 
advisable to pretend a certain reverence for 
the C onstitution, m erely because it has 
been adopted, and who talk as though the 
fact of its adoption had in some m ysterious 
way purged it of all m ischievous proper­ 
ties, 
B ut the tru th is th at its adoption 
was the m ost disastrous blunder eyer com­ 
m itted by a com m unity, and th a t to pre­ 
tend it is not now w hat it has alw ays been 
is to abandon th e only m eans of relief from 
its pernicious propositions. If the Legisla­ 
ture now in session is tí) go on and carry 
into full effect the crude and injurious 
m easures outlined in th e organic law, the 
people had b e tter m ake up th eir m inds 
th a t th eir la s t state will be worse than 
th eir first, and they m ust prepare to w it­ 
ness such an em igration of capital before 
next sum m er as will leave the S tate bare 
and poverty-stricken. 
Politicians, there­ 
fore, will do well to reflect upon the im pli­ 
cations of th eir course this w inter. 
They 
m ust realize th a t it is not, as usual, a 
m ere question of the political consequences 
of th is or th a t m easure w hich is involved, 
b u t 
a 
question 
of 
th e 
m aterial 
w ell-being of th e whole com m unity. 
No 
people can hope to prosper under such a 
regime as th e new C onstitution proposes, 
T he mere apprehension of th a t regime has 
already driven m illions of capital out of 
th e State, has compelled banks to go into 
liquidation, has brought ruin upon manu 
facturing enterprises, has prevented in­ 
vestm ent, and has paralyzed the natural 
and healthy grow th of th e whole region. 
Now there can bo no prosperity for politi­ 
cians or any one else in th e absence of a 
flourishing comm erce and unchecked pro­ 
ductive industry, and m oreover if tAe work 
of this session is followed by bad results 
the unthinking are very a p t to charge 
th eir tribulations upon th e present Legis­ 
lature, instead of upon th e fram ers of the 
C onstitution. 


W hat has happened already, however, 
ought to serve as a guide for the future. 
I t is evident th a t th e tendency of last 
year’s legislation has been to scare capital 
o u t of the S tate. 
I t is certain th a t laws 
which drive ou t capital m ust be bad laws. 
I t is idle to expect th a t foreign capital can 
be had to replace th a t w hich has been lost, 
or th a t th e people who rem ain here are any 
likelier th an those who have left to find 
advantageous em ploym ent for their money. 
A sta te of th in g s-.which discourages invest­ 
m ents m ust be an unhealthy state of things, 
and unhealthy n ot m erely for th e capital­ 
ist, b u t for every class dow n to the field 
hand- 
A brand has been set upon C alifor­ 
nia before a ll th e w crld. 
I t has Itecn pro­ 
claim ed th a t in this S tate a deliberate 
effort 
has 
been m ade to punish suc­ 
cessful 
industry, 
to 
confiscate capital, 
to 
tax 
enterprise and 
th rift 
out 
of 
existence. 
N o State, w hatever its n atu ral 
resources, can loog survive so suicidal a 
policy.

H ire In New Y o r k -L oss o f Life—S h o c k ­ 
in g D i-usler. 
N ew Y ork, January 5th.—A fire broke 
out this morning in the basement of Turner 
Hotel, E ast Fourth street, occupied by Wm. 
W inkle as a ball-room, and when the fiames 
were extinguished W m. Geif, aged 10 years, 
Louis Schmidt, 30 years, H enry Gerweiler, 
25 years, Teresa Erhard, 25 years, were 
found on the top floor dead. 
W inkle and his 
wife were badly Lurned and sent to the hos­ 
pital. 
Annie Bauer received internal iuju 
ries by jumping from the fourth-story win­ 
dow. and was badly burned about the hands 
and face. 
The damage to the buildiDg and 
stock is about 812,000. ® ’he progress of the 
fire was so rapid th at it was hardly five min­ 
utes after the first engine company arrived 
before the entire inside of the premises 
seemed to be olive with flame, the tongues of 
which ran up the wood-work with a speed 
which put to naught the first efforts of the 
firemen. 
The premises Nos. 00 and 08 were 
occupied by Turner Hall proper, and in the 
upper stories of No. 04 W in. W inkie, the 
proprietor, resided with his family and sev­ 
eral other parties. 
As -'soon as the firemen 
could reach the roof they cut holes ill it and 
broke iu a skylight, but the fire had already- 
done its fearful work on the several victims. 
Surrounded as they were by the flames, and 
cut off from all access to safety below by the 
burning' staircase, several persons sustained 
severe injuries by leaping from the highest 
stories in the building. 
One man, while cry 
ing frantically for aid to the firemen beneath, 
was all tlie while pushing a woman, who 
seemed to be resisting, from the fourth-story 
window. 
She finally leaped, and struck the 
ground on her feet with a sickening crash, 
breaking both legs and arms and ahnost 
crushing her to death. 
Of twelve or fifteen 
peisons sleeping in No. 04, four were burned 
to death and five were injured. 
The little 
boy was burned to a crisp. 
The others were 
either dead when taken from the burning 
building or died before they reached the sta­ 
tion-house. 
The actual cause of the fire is 
unknown. 
A n examination showed a mass 
of debris in and around the winding stairway 
which emerged from the basement. 
Looking 
aloft from the lower hall showed th at the 
flames had every possible advantage, and 
must have shot up from the burning base 
ment staircase. 
All 
the persons known 
to 
have 
been in 
the building are ac­ 
counted for. 
Crowds of people, mostly of 
German extraction, were around the burning 
building the entire forenoon.

FURTHER PARTICULARS—THE VICTIMS. 
N ew Y ork, January 5th.—Teresa Erhard 
never left her room. 
She was found burned 
to death. 
H er features were blackened al 
most beyond recognition. 
Annie Bauer sprang from a window rather 
than die in the fire, and was found in the 
yard on the west side of the building. 
She 
was horribly burned, and with the injuries 
caused by her fall cannot live. 
Rose, the las . of the servants, sprang out 
also, and striking an arbor in the yard of No. 
Of E ast Fourth street iu her desceut, broke 
both legs, both arms and received internal 
in j uries. 
William Geib, 10 years, was taken out on 
the roof of an adjoining building, and died 
bef-re he conld be placed in the ambulance. 
William W inkle, 40 years, tlie lessee of the 
hall, was severely burned about the hands, 
face and arms. 
Josephine W inkle, 40 years, wife of the 
lessee, face terribly disfigured with burns and 
body badly blistered ; little chance M re­ 
covery. 
M argaret Geib, aged 30, sister of Mrs. 
W inkle ; face and feet severely burned. 
There were no fire escapes attached to the 
building. 
I t was not until the thumping of 
firemen's axes on the hoards and tin over their 
heads echoed through the house that the men 
and women underneath were roused to learn 
their danger. 
Stream s of w ater were now 
directed into the building, and the firemen's 
work began to te ll; but their attention was 
demanded in another quarter. 
From ele­ 
vated portions of the central part of the 
building shrieks of agony and shouts for help 
were he-ald, e;nl the iireinen cut through 
roof and si«b s till they gained an entrance to 
the garret, filled with smoke end charred by 
the flames that led up from rafter to rafter. 
Here in the rooms on the east side ha-1 
slept George Muller, Ernest and Herman 
Ruhlhouse, 
Meyer 
and H enry Gerweiler 
and Louis Schmidt, waiters. 
In the west side bed-rooms were Teresa 
Erhard, Annie Bauer 
and Rose, servant 
girls. 
The floor was a sea of flames, in which the 
terrified men and women ran wildly about, 
gasping for air and shouting for help. 
George Muller, Ernest and Herm an Ruhl- 
house made their way to the front and 
reached the roof more than half suffocated 
and burned here and there. 
Louis Meyer sprang from a window- into 
the yard below of No. 1!) Third street, a dis­ 
tance of sixty feet or more, and was picked 
up nearly dead. 
Louis Schmidt was found after the firemen 
ventured in, crouching in a corner, whence he 
had beeH unable to escape, dead and burned 
to a crisp. 
H enry Gerweiler, unable to 
follow his 
more fortunate comrades to the front, jumped 
from a window into the yard of the Third- 
street House, and died from the effects of his 
eap. 


F earfu l E x p lo sio n - T h re e 
Men K illed 
a n d T w o O th e rs F a ta lly I n j u r e d . 
N e w a rk (X. J . ), January 5th.—A fearful 
explosion took place this morning in the con 
verting-rooin of the Celluloid M anufacturing 
Company, by which three men were instantly 
killed and two others so burned th at they 
cannot survive. 
The workmen were in their accustomed 
places, when from some unknown cause a 
mass of celluloid, which is a highly inflam­ 
mable material, suddenly exploded, destroy­ 
ing the one-story brick building with all its 
contents. 
W m. Fgnter, aged 15 years, was 
killed, and his body when found in the ruins 
presented a ghastly spectacle. 
U nder his 
body were the disfigured remains of Fred 
Styles, of Roselle, so charred that they were 
scarcely recognizable. John Yates, residence 
unknown, was also killed. 
Spencer Atwood 
died in ten minutes from concussion of the 
brain. 
Elm er Bogart and Fred. I’rice were 
fearfully burned and taken to the hospital. 
There is no hope of their recovery. 
Stephen 
W. W ade was severely but not dangerously 
injured. 
The loss on the building and con­ 
tents íb estimated at 810,000 ; insured. The 
manager of the celluloid works says the ex­ 
plosion probably occurred from gas at a ma­ 
chine run by l-’red. Styles, who was killed. 
The machine was used for mixing and grind­ 
ing materials. 
N ew ark, January 5th.—There it still an­ 
other victim who cannot recover—Mr. Bloom, 
he having inhaled the flame.

A fg h an istan A dvices. 
L ondon, January 5th.i-T he Times says : 
In the eyes of the Afghan people Abdul 
Rhaman Khan, the pretender to the throne 
of Afghanistan, counts for little; but in 
Turkistan, from Balks to Badakshan, his in­ 
fluence is considerable. 
He could doubtless 
collect a considerable force there, and prob­ 
ably establish his authority temporarily in 
Afghan. Turkistan. 
The first step has 
already oeen taken in such an enterprise by 
the success of his wife’s near relative, M ir 
Baba, who has ousted Shere A li’s nominee 
from Faizabad, and is now- the de facto ruler 
of Badakshan. 
I t is morally certain that 
Abdul Rhaman will join with him. 
In this 
fact lies Abdul Rham au’s importance, aud 
his value in Russia depends upon the same 
circumstance. 
More than that, the man who 
can w ithout foreign aid firmly establish his 
power in any one portion of Afghanistan is 
the one who must be taken into serious ac­ 
count, for his influence m ust be considerable 
in other portions of the State. 
He might 
even aspire to play the part of a national 
champion. W ith Abdul Rhaman in possession 
of Balk and his close ally Euslullea at Faiza­ 
bad, there would be little peace of mind for 
any Chief of Cabul, even though he should 
be under the shadow of British protection. 
A dispatch from Caudahar say s: 
The 
leader of the H erat troops escaped, after 
their defeat, to Gorian, near the Persian 
frontier, where he is collecting a force to a t­ 
tack the Cabálese, who are virtually besieged 
in H erat. 
The country people attack them 
whenever they venture out in small parties. 
F ifty troopers who had gone out foraging 
were all killed by villagers. 
AfTalrs in A b yssin ia a n d Egypt. 
Cairo, January 5th.—A t the interview 
with the Khedive of Egypt, mentioned on 
the 3d instant, Gordon Pasha said the K ing of 
Abyssinia hated and was hated by all who 
came in contact with him. 
Abyssinia, he 
said, was surrounded on all sides by discon­ 
tented tribes and rulers. 
To the eastward, 
K ing Menelick, of Shoa, was sullenly oppos­ 
ing King John, but was afraid to show overt 
hostility. 
To the south, Rasadall was in 
almost open rebellion, and in other quarters 
six or more chiefs were in actual revolt. 
Placed in this position. Abyssinia could not 
attack Egypt. 
If the Khedive would supply 
the m alcontent tribes with arms, the second 
son of the late King Theodore would soon be 
placed on his father’s throne. 
K ing John 
now regretted his exorbitant demands. 
Gor­ 
don Pasha stated th at he should soon quit 
Ejjypt for good, and dtclared th at it would 
be advantageous for the country th at a ruler 
really interested in its welfare should directly 
control the affairs himself. 
Tlie report th at Ismael Yabub Pasha has 
been appointed Governor-General of Soudnn 
is untrue. 
The adm inistration of th at prov­ 
ince will probably be divided into three 
branches, as before. 
The slave trade in Sou- 
don has entirely ceased. 
D istu rb a n c e in 4.H lw ay, I re la n d . 
D ublin, January 5th.—A very serious af­ 
fray occurred on Friday between the Con­ 
stabulary aud Galway peasants, during which 
the police fired upon the people, but nobody 
was injured. 
Galway county is in a very 
disturbed condition. 
Two hundred extra 
policemen hnve been drafted there.

The Female Pedestrians Start in the Six- 
days’ Go-as-You-Please—Personal 
Descriptions. 


T he pedestrian contest, of which we gave a 
full inaugural account yesterday, with a state­ 
m ent of the term s and prizes, and the names 
ot contestants, began last night and will con • 
tinue for six days, if merciful N ature sustains 
the contestants th at long in their struggle 
for mastery aud gate-money shares. 
TWO-HOUR MATCH. 
A t 7:30 last evening a good audience assem­ 
bled at the Pavilion to witness the opening 
contest, for $25, iu a two-hour go-as-you- 
please. 
Three 
young men entered — the 
round-faced, dark-eyed and lithe youth who 
glories in the name of Frank Carroll and 
a pair of shapely legs; Jam es M urray, 
loosely put together, 
rather 
top-heavy, 
but vigorous aud energetic, and 
H enry 
Jackson, a 
colored 
tram per 
of 
heavy 
frame and powerful physique. 
The first mile 
was made in 8:20, with Carroll leading. 
He 
was the favorite from the start, and on the 
Becond mile led all his competitors three laps, 
which, in English, means 1,056 feet, a lap be­ 
ing a swing about the saw-dust circle, tlie 
measurement of which is 352 feet, and fif­ 
teen times around which makes one mile. 
There was good walking by these men, some 
very injudicious running at the outset, aud a 
deal of puffing and blowing in consequence, 
which a better knowledge of the business 
would have avoided. 
The match was won by 
Carroll, M urray being one lap and thirty feet 
behind aad the colored contestant two miles 
to the rear iu the two hours.

As the hour of 10 a[>- 
proaches, excitement arises.

The Board of Education met last evening 
at the office of the City School Superintend­ 
ent, Odd F’ellows’ Temple. Present—Butler, 
Dreman, Greer, Griffitts, Hornblower, John­ 
son, McClatchy and McFarland. The min­ 
utes of the last meeting were read and ap­ 
proved. 
On motion, the following bills were al­ 
lowed : Sweetser & Alsip, for insurance, 
$16; city, for street assessment, §23 33. 
The business of the old Board being then 
completed, Mr. Dreman moved that the 
Board adjourn sine die. 
Mr. McFarland made some remarks ex­ 
pressing his regrets at retiring from the 
Board of Education, aud tendered his thanks 
for the uniformly kind and courteous manner 
in which he had been supported in the per­ 
formance of the duties of his office. 
Mr. Hinkson also expressed his regrets at 
taking leave of his old associates in the 
Board, but was pleased to be succeeded by 
one so able and well qualified to fill the posi­ 
tion of Superintendent of the City Schools, 
aud stated that he should continue to feel the 
deepest interest in the welfare aud advance­ 
ment of the educational interests of the city.

THE STREET RAILROAD WAR. 
The excitement caused by tearing up the 
lower portion of the O street railroad, was 
only a breeze before the coming storm. 
When it became known throughout the city 
that the road had also been abandoned and 
the track removed on H street, from Twen­ 
tieth to East Park, the excited feeling was 
greatly intensified, aud the railway company 
became a common target for censure and 
malediction. Public opinion seemed to be 
largely in one direction, and if the time 
chosen by the company in which to make the 
present radical changes was accidentally 
just at a time when the State was without* 
Courts or legal remedy to restrain a wrong, it 
is most unfortunate for the company, as 
few seem disposed to accord any such 
excuse, 
but regard the occasion as 
unmistakably a premeditated and counseled 
plot to accomplish by circumvention that 
which neither the sentiment of the people 
nor Courts would permit, A fresh interest 
was yesterday afternoon given to the situa­ 
tion by the Board of City Trustees tearing 
up a portion of the company’s track on Sec­ 
ond street, between J and K. This at once 
compelled the company to cease running their 
cars between K street and the depot, aud 
brouglst matters between the Trustees and 
railroad company to a direct issue. Upon 
inquiring of the Board of Trustees as to the 
purpose designed in obstructing the use of 
this branch of the road, it was ascertained 
that the Board was acting under legal advise 
and with a view to compel the company to 
comply with the terms of their charter in re­ 
gard to the Second street section of the road. 
The complaint made by the Trustees is, 
that the franchise was granted subject to the 
provisions of the Civil Code, pages 491 to 511 
inclusive, which requires them to construct 
aud keep in good repair the space between 
the tracks and for a distance of two feet ««oh 
side. The block between I and J was 
paved and the adjacent property assessed on 
that basis. The property owneft, paid their 
proportion but the railroad company refuse to 
pay theirs on the ground that a local law 
passed by the Legislature, and applying to a 
part of the city of Sacramento, would only 
make them responsible for construction and 
repairs between the track, '['he Board say 
this law was not referred to in the franchise 
granted by the city under which the road was 
built. The whole was tobe done under thedirec- 
tion and to the satisfaction of the Street Com­ 
missioner, and they were not to run cars upon it 
until the construction should be approved by 
the Board of Trustees. The Street Commis­ 
sioner claims that the work was not done to 
his satisfaction, nor did they ask his ap­ 
proval, and has never been approved by the 
Board of Trustees, but entirely ignored them 
and the requirements of the Charter and 
commenced using the road. In addition 
to this the Board also states that there was 
an agreement that the company should not take 
up any of the Front street track until they 
had received permission from the Board, and 
executed satisfactory guarantee to leave the 
street in as good condition as before tbe track 
was laid. 
The company, however, un­ 
der cover of last Saturday night, without any 
permission, aad in defiance of the authority 
of the Board, tore up this track also. They 
further state that, so far as they know or can 
nscertain, there is no tangible responsibility 
u¡Kin the persons purporting to be the own­ 
ers of the railroad. After the Board had 


torn up the track upon Second street, as 
stated, R. S. Carey appeared upon the part of 
the company, and although disclaiming any 
authority to settle the matter, guaranteed 
that the cars should not again be allowed to 
run on Second street until the subject was 
settled. Later in the evening Mr. Carey had 
another conference with the Board, and de­ 
sired permission to resume running the cars 
to the depot, promising that he would 
endeavor to persuade Mr. Pritchard to do 
as the Board required, but the Trustees re­ 
fused to accede to the proposition or to ¡>er- 
mit the further use of that part of the road 
until the requirements of the charter were 
fully complied with and the assessments 
made against the company paid. This is the 
present status of the case as stated by the 
Board of Trustees, and further developments 
will be watched for with interest.
